FOUND IN A SNOWDRIFT 


Wealthy Kcnontm County Man Mny Hftve 


Moon Slain—Pollen Look for 


Woman. 


KEXOSHA, March 21.—Half 
buried 


under a molting snow drift, in a lonely 
spot on the. French farm, west of the 
city, two hunters last evening found the 
lifeless remains of Andrew Swanson. a 
former well known resident of the village 
of 
Twin Lakes, in this county. It 
is 


thought possible that the Uncling of'the 
body will result in a 'charge of murder. 
Swanson 
had evidently been dead 
for 


three or four days, for his.body was com- 
pletely buried under the snow drifts. A 
MCCC uf an old suspender had been tied 
.ibout the man's throat, and it had been 
thrown over a broken tree, -giving the 
idea that (he man had committed suicide 
by hanging. This is not thought to be 
the solution of the mystery by the offi- 
cials. 


When the body was found there was a 


pi-eat gash over the right eye, and. this 
wound looked as :f it had been made 
with some blunt instrument. The man's 
pockets were empty, and 
his pouch, 


which was usually pretty well filled with 
money,.was found in his pocket without 


n cent :n it. 


Ten days ago Swanson had sold prop- 


erty lit the village of Twin Lakes. He had 
received quite a largo sum in cash, and 
had taken a mortgage for the remainder 
of the price agreed upon.' Xonc of this 
money was found on his person and the 
mortgage was not in any of his pockets. 
The men who knew the man seem to be- 
lieve that he was murdered and robbed, 
and that his body was taken to the lone- 
ly spot in the woods to conceal the 
crime. 


Swnnson's property is said to 
have 


been in the hands of a real estate man in 
Chicago for some time and at the time 
that the transfer of the property wns to 
have been made, brought a woman to 
the city from Chicago, it is said, and had 
her sign the deed to the property. Lat- 
er his'real wife, who is residing in Elgin, 
111., discovered the alleged swindle, and 
,he came to Kenosha, and demanded her 
share in the sale-of the property. She 
managed to secure this, 
and Swanson 


disappeared a short lime afterward. The 
police are now searching for the Chicago 
woman, who is said to have posed as the 
wife of Swanson. The victim was 00 
vears of aqe and hud resided in this coun- 
'|y for main- years. He was supposed to 
be v.-ealthy.

At times the delinquent list amounts 


to $6,000 or. .$10,000 and the five per. cent 
das usually amounted to between i$400 
and $700. In this manner hundreds of 
dollars'has been paid to the city. 


TREASURER'S DEFENSE. 


County Treasurer Xelson claims that 


under the law he is not obliged to pay 
this money to the city and that it should 
remain in the county treasurer's hands. 
The charter, of course, demands that the 
taxes delinquent 
bo returned • to 
the 


county treasurer and five per cent of the 
amount bo returned to the city. 


The state law. however, Mr. .Nelson 


jclieven, does Jjot compel hiin. 
over this money. He has asked the dis 
;riat attorney 'for nn opinion and until 
t is forthcoming Mr. Xelson says he 
will not pay to the city the five per cent 
,s has been the rule for these many 
years back. 


CLAIMS TAX LS VALID. 


One of the leading county officials in 


speaking of the tax imposed by the 
:own of Mt. Pleasant on the pest house 
jroperty, slated that he did not believe 
•he property was exempt, for the reason 
that since the efiy' purchased the house 
ind land it had never been used ns a 
hospital; that the land has been rented 
and that the city has received conipeuna- 
Lion therefor. This official fur.ther said 
that he believed .that city property in 
the limits of the city was exempt, but 


it outside of tho city it was not. He 


claims that according to the theory of 
the city hundreds of acres of land could 
be bought in towns of the connty on the 
ground that it was to be used for a pest 
house, or city purposes, that it could be 
rented and the city receive compensation, 
but at the same time not be taxed.

ISSUES BEFORE ^PEOPLE 


MUST NOT BE PREJUDGED 


Go«rnor La Follette Urjflnc Jame* C, 


Kerirln Because of Bolne Committed 


to State I«fue». 


"For- over thirty years the people of 


Wisconsin havo been trying to keep our 
courts'out of politics."'declared A. L. 
Smiboru of il.adison, who -was in Milwau- 
kee Sunday" looking after the interests 
of L. K': LUGO, candidate for justice of 
the supreme court. "It has'been a mat- 
ter of pride to Wisconsin to--know that 
the bench has been in the 
main kept 


free from the taint of partisan politics. 
.At this time, however, the methods of 
the La Follette organization in urging 
thfi. election ot James C, Kc'rwin, show 
beyond a question, that the judges of our 
courts are to come under the influence 
and be made the instruments of the poli- 
ticians who at present dominate affairs 
in this state. 


'•'The, circular letter being sent out in 


advocacy of Mr. Kcrwiivs election, which 
in the opinion of scores 
of attorneys, 


prejudges questions he may have to pass 
upon in cn.se of his election, is convinc- 
ing proof of the efforts being made by 
the Ln l-'ollctte administration, to place 
the bench upon a partisan political basis. 
These circular letters arc done up with' 
other La Follette literature and sent 
broadcast through 
the state. It 
is 


known thai, these 
mimeograph 
copies 


were prepared in the capitol building at 
Madison by men in the employ of the 
state, and sent out from there. 


:'We have a statute which providps 


that any circuit judge who may become 
a justice of the supreme court, shall not 
sit in any case in which ho has mode any 
order as circuit judge. Gov. La Follette 
himself, acting1 as an attorney, in a case 
where Justice Newman had 
been 
the 


trial judge, secured a reversal because 
Justice Xewnian, through oversight and 
forgctfulness, sat as a member of the 
supreme court when the case was argued 
on appeal. 
After taking advantage of 


this statute, Gov.-La- Follette now asks 
the election of a man to the'supreme 
bench 'of this state because he is elairiicd 
to be a supporter of the views he advo- 
cates and as one of his members of the 
committee on resolutions "at the last Re- 
publican state convention, passed judg- 
ment upon .some of the questions.

NEW EXCLUSION LAW 


TO BE MORE LENIENT 


WASHINGTON, • March 21.—A 
new- 


treaty regarding the admission of Chi- 
nese into the United States is in prepar- 
ation! The existing.treaty- which, .was 
made by Secretary Gresham and Minis- 
ter Yu'iu 1S94, will expire next • Decem- 
ber by limitation. 


Because tho administration of the Chi- 


nese exclusion law is now confined to' 
the department of commerce and labor, 
it has been_neccsgary for Secretary Hay 
to call upon Secretary Cortelyou to as- 
sist in the formation of the new treaty. 
Secretary Cortelyou will deal with thosa 
sections of the treaty •wlu'ch practically 
prescribe the regulations which shall 
govern tho admission of Chinese of the 
higher class aud the exclusion of coolies, 
Secretary Hay will take care of the dip- 
lomatic sections of the treaty. While- 
mueh reticence is observed as to the lines 
upon which the new convention is being 
formed there is reason to believe that it 
will be more liberal in treatment of Chi- 
nese with regard to entering the United. 
States when the}- are not actually in 
the coolie-class. There also may be a 
provision for the entry of Chinese labor- 
ers into the Panama canal strip, though 
this is not certain. An attempt also ha» 
been made to avail of this opportunity, 
to make more extensive use oi Chinese 
labor in the Philippines. . ' 


AGAINST CHKESE LABOR. 


LOXDOX March 21.—In the house of 


commons today the. liberal leader, Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerman, moved his 
vote of censure, presented March 16, to 
the effect that "This house disapprove* 
the conduct of his majesty's government 
in advising the crown not to disallow the 
ordinance for the introduction of Chinese, 
labor in the Transvaal." 
, 


Sir Henry.'said nothing that' the gov- 


ernment had done since the close of the 
South African .war had. so sorely tried 
the people-of this coxmtry.as its sanction • 
of the introduction.of the. Chinese labor 
into Kouth Africa. If the new departure 
was not checked it would be a future 
weakness not only to the Transvaal but 
to the whole of South Africa. It was 
impossible to conceive n. greater depar- 
ture-from the principles by which Great 
Britain had made her way in the world 
than in the importation of aliens a» the 
bondsmen of miuing speculators. 


The Europeans in South Africa, Sir- 


Henry declared, were by a large majority 
opposed to yellow labor and the object 
of his motion was to stop the govern- 
ment's policy in its earliest stage.

LADDERS OLD AND ROTTEN.

When .the ladders were raised 
by the hook nnd ladder' company, the 
thirty foot ladder rounds were so rotten 
thill they broke under the weight of 
Ben Cape nnd he sustained injuries oh 
the knee.

Official FroblnK Iat° Caune of-Capitol Fire 


Will Not b« Made. 


MADISON, March IS.—Xherc is a die- 


position on the part of the administra- 
tion to ignore the popular -'demand' that 
has been publicly made for, an official in- 
vestigation 
of the copitol fire. That 


there is some reason for this hesitancy 
is shown by the developments oi. the 
past W£ek, when, by an examination'of' 
the water supply system it WB& found 
that the system was perfectly adequate 
but there was not one man on the cnpi- 
tol force who had given the time during 
his term of service to lenru how to use 
it. Definite blame can.be 
fixed upon 


those assigned to the duty of looking 
after the water supply system. 


However, this would not be 'just ac- 


cording to opinion here as the men .who 
had tha cure of the building in churpe 
were-kept busy at all times doing polit-i 
ieal"work. The water 
mains on the 


grounds were' in good condition and alls 
that'was needed to got a supply on the- 
night'1 bf thc':firc was the knowledge of', 
the location of a wronch. As ridiculous 
as this' may'appear the men in charge; 
did' not' know' 'that the supply could be 
hud.'. .Xhcre'Md never been :i necessity; 
for the knowledge before and it was; 
never'imparted to them. The illustra- 
tion serves adequately to show to what 
extent the employes of the copitol have 
been taken from the service of tha state, 
to serve the needs of the administration 
in a political way. Much blame has 
been attached to the Madison fire de- 
partment by the administration organs, 
they having been instructed to do this 
to furnish an excuse for avoiding an in- 
vestigation. This is resented by the city 
authorities, who want to see the blamo 
fixed justly. The investigation of the 
cause of the headway gained by the fire 
.has been made under the direction of 
the city authorities. The result shows 
that the prostitution of the state em- 
ployee son-ice, which is larger than un- 
der" any other Republican administra- 
tion, is responsible for'the, great loss 
sustained hy the state.

If. there 
is remedy it is to be found in greater 
caution in selection of new justices.

If it was wrong for all the Re- 
publican justices but one to range them- 
selves on the side of the government, it 
was equally wrong for all the Democra- 
tic justices to align themselves in the op- 
position.

':Vririatious in temperature have a 


surprising, influence upon the rate of 
mulUplication of 'bacteria. At DO de- 
grees these organisms may multiply 
only fivefold In" twcnty-fonr hours, 
while at 70 degrees they may multiply 
seven hundred and fifty fold. 


"Temperature has a great influence 


upon ' the' keeping property'of milk. 
Sillk kept at'95 degree's ^'(heat of the 
cow^s body) will curdle in eighteen 
hours, while the sarae milk kept nt 70 
degrees will not curdle for forty-eight 
hours and if kept at 50 degrees, the 
temperature of an Ice chest;'may some- 
times keep without- curdling for two 
weeks or more.

"So fur.as the keeping property of 


milk is -concerned-the matter of tem- 
perature is of more significance than 
the origlvial contamination of the milk 
with bacteria. 


"Milk preserved at 50 degrees or low- 


er will keep sweet for a long time, but 
it becomes filled with bacteria of :i 
more unwholesome type than those 
that grow at higher temperature?. Old 
milk- is riot fit for market, even though 
it be perfectly sweet.".'

He was elected mayor of Nev York 


in 1880 on the Democratic ticket and 
was again 'elected in 18.84.

Secretary Hay will take care of the dip- 
lomatic sections of the treaty. While 
much reticence is observed as to'the Hues 
upon -which the new convention is being 
formed there is reasonto believe that it 
will be more liberal in treatment of Chi- 
nese with regard to entering the United 
States when they are. not actually in 
the coolie-class. There also may be a 
provision for the entry of Chinese labor- 
ers into the Panama canal strip, though. 
this is not certain. An attempt also hai 
been made to avail of this opportunity 
to make more extensive use of Chinese 
labor in the Philippines'. .' ' 


AGAINST CHINESE LABOR. 


LONDON, March 21.—In the house of 


commons today the liberal leader, Sir 
Henry Campbeli-Bumerawn, moved his 
rote of censure, presented March 18, to 
the effect that "This house disapprove* 
the conduct of his majesty's government 
in advising the crown not to disallow the 
ordinance for the introduction of Chinese 
labor in the Transvaal." 


Sir Henry,':said nothing that the,gov- 


ernment had done since the close of the 
South African war had. so sorely tried 
the people-of this country, as its sanction - 
of the introduction, of the, Chinese labor 
into South Africa. If the new departure 
was not checked it would be a future 
weakness riot only to the Transvaal but 
to the whole of South Africa. It was 
impossible to conceive a greater depar- 
ture -from the principles by which Great 
Britain had made her way in the world 
than in the importation of aliens a» th» 
bondsmen of mining speculators. 


The Europeans in South Africa, Sir- 


Henry declared, were by a large majority 
opposed to yellow labor and the object 
of his motion was to stop the govern- 
ment's policy in its earliest stage.

Jefferson school house, located 
on 


West Sixth street, one of the largest 
and most modern educational 
institu- 


tions of the Belle City, was damaged by 
•fire last ni#!it and narrowly escaped to- 
tal destruction. It is supposed to have 
caught under a. stairway leading into 
the boiler room, in the cast end of the 
building, from spontaneous combustion. 
Estimated damage is from $5,000 to $8,- 
000. covered l>y «n insurance of $10,800, 
on both the structure and furniture. 


It was about 7 o'clock when Mr. F. 


W. ^luiiroe, Xo. 1706 West Sixth street, 
first house east of the school, discovered 
the fire, seeing the blaze through the 
{.'round floor' windows. Without delay 
he telephoned in an alarm and then 
aroused Peter Galloway, Jr. 


Five Marshal Cape and the entire .de- 


partment responded to a general alarm. 
On account of the streets being covered 
with deep snow in places the department 
experienced trouble in reaching the con- 
flagration and the 
hook and ladder 


truck became- stalled under the viaduct 
of the Chicago & Northwestern railway 
bridge. One of the horses of the city 
hall chemical team fell and Harry Mar- 
tin was pulled from the seat and fell to 
the road, sustaining bruises on his arms 
and body, but the mishap did not dis- 
able him. 


FOUND THE DOORS LOCKED. 


Other departments met with similar 


difficulties, but considering 
the disad- 


vantages, got there in excellent time. 
Fire Marsha! Cape and njen could not 
get into the building on account of the 
doors being s~?urely locked. Plate glass 
windows in the door were broken and 
doors forced, also glass broken out of 
the 
sash windows. Great 
clouds of 


smoke poured out of the opening and 
the fire marshal realized that the fire 
bad a good start. 


The lire was located under a stairway 


.leading down from the ground floor in- 
to 
the boiler room. Fireman entered 


the building. Smoke was dense and the 
heat terrific and almost overcame the 
fire lighters. The hallway of the whole 
lower floor was in flames, the ceiling was 
falling and it looked as if the building 
was doomed, but the firemen braved the 
dangers and fought for two hours in 
subduing tlie flames and getting 
the 


dense smoke and-heat out of the build- 
ing, it having penetrated to every room 
in the place. It was a splendid piece of 
work and reflects great credit upon Jlr. 
Cape and his men.

After the interior was cleared of 


smoke and heat, a Journal representa- 
tive, accompanied by School Commission- 
er John Peterson, who was on the 
ground early, made an inspection of the 
building.

a primary room and the manual train- 
ing and closets. The plaster was off the 
walls throughout the hallway and the 
lath and joists were charred as was all 
of the woodwork, while seats and other 
exposed places were scorched and varn- 
ish oozitig from the wood.

THIRD FLOOR ESCAPES. 


On the floor above the damage-is not

Senators and others with whom 
I talked today said no more imperative 
duty rested upon the present and future 
presidents of the United States than that 
of striving to elevate the character of 
the court, and, if possible, to do awny 
with these five-to-four decisions and the 
divisions almost completely on part? 
lines. The supreme court is the one 
great body in our government which the 
people like to tliink above all party pre- 
judices'and sympathies. But it. would 
not take many more such decisions as 
that of yesterday to undermine that con- 
fidence of the people and do an irrepara- 
ble injury to our institutions. If there 
is remedy it is to be found in greater 
caution in selection of new justices. 


So far us this political division is'con- 


cerned neither side should bear ail the 
blame. If it was wrong for all the Re- 
publican justices but one to range them- 
selves on the side of the government, it 
was equally wrong fpr all. the Demoera- 
tic.justices to align themselves in the op-' 
position. 


• « * • 


Members of the cabinet think the po- 


litical effect of the decision

One point brought 
ant .wiis.-this,. that..the contention ~ of 
some members of congress notably Sena- 
tor Foraker in his proposed' amendment 
to the Interstate Commerce law, that 
contracts in restraint ;of trade'.tlia.t were 
reasonable'in their nature could not be 
brought iinder the domination of any 
conspiracy law,-has'no weight whatever. 
If these contracts' however" reasonable in 
their face are' in restraint of trade de- 
clares Justice Hartai. in. Jiis .'summing up 
of the decision of lhc,couirt,-they'ttre non 
persona gratia io the Jaw. So contracts 
reading so innocently and reasonably, 
made between individual corporations, 
railroad or' otherwise, if such are in re- 
straint of trade; they are null nnd -void. 


Every line of railroad in- the United 


Stales comes within-'the meaning o£ the 


Sherman anti-trust law,, and mergers as 
the Northern Security merger, are clear- 
ly within the provisions of this law. 
Owners of stocks, in this ease railroad 
Stocks, jnay sell to 
whonv.^ they are 


pleased to sell, bnt such property bought 
can not be used to restrain commerce. 
It must be used lor the legal purpose the 
law supposes when it authorizes"its is- 
sue in the first place. This is that any 
pretense made by the1 merger counsel 
stock owners have legally a right to sell 
to a trust ae well as any other person or 
persons, or corporations, is not good in 
law, when such corporations, trusts or 
mergers are in existence and do business 
in restraint of commerce and trade. 


The decision makes it clear beyond 


further contention that congress lias am- 
ple pow;r to control all interstate' com- 
merce and this would certainly infer no 
state may enact laws that will' conflict 
with this right. There hare been claims 
made long before this last decision of the 
supreme court that charters obtained 
from any one state may bo used in any 
other state, even when coming 'in con- 
flict with any state laws, this contention 
being probably made upon the constitu- 
tional grounds that every state, shall 
give due faith and credit to the.laws'of 
every other state. This plaira or con- 
tention is all right but'with this neces- 
sary exception, the federal constitution 
does aot authorize any state to violate 
federal laws, and the Shernmn anti-trust 
law has now for the third time been 
found by the supreme court to be a good 
law. 
It follows if a state'can not vio- 


late a, federal law itself, it cannot by any 
charter of incorporation authorize a cor- 
poration to perform acts in other states 
which of course are subjected precisely 
to the same limitations—all must obey 
the Constitution of. the United States.

%hown to bo very good law, there is no 
apparent reason other great cpmbina- 
tions[notoriously existing in rostraint!oif 
trade should not be proceeded against'itr- 
a proper and orderly way.

He coolly ig- 
nored the fact it was us an anarchist 
that Czolgosz slew, the president, while a 
Republican or a. Democrat would have 
sought in vain in the avowed principles 
and practices of his party for authority 
or exhortation to indulge in private kill- 
ngs. And Mr. Turner suavely declared 
that "assassination is one of the risks 
of ithe trade when a man becomes a pres- 
ident or a king or an emperor." The 
phrase is neat enough, and, of course, it 
contains an element of truth, but the 
implication that the risk is of snch a 
kind that-the victim of the-assassination 
has only-himself to thank for his fate, 
and the law no right to inflict punish- 
ment for the crime, is so absurd that :it 
would be amusing if it were not also 
outrageous, It might be remembercrl, 
too, even-by. a "philosophical" anarchist, 
that it is not quite the same "trade" to" 
be a president that H is to be a king or 
an emperor. .But an indifference to dif- 
ferences that seem large to other, peo- 
ple seems to characterize Mr. Turner, 
else would he hot have prophesied that 
the deportation of himself from.the,Un- 
ited States wotild.be only a first..step 
toward the deportation of the. works of 
"Herbert Spencer, Thoreim, Emerson, 
and others." 


That tlie-country will be vastly better 


off without (Hie presence of this foreign 
representative of social unrest is cer- 
tain. The proclivities of this man were 
plainly illustrated by the character of 
the' anarchical documents found in his 
possession upon liis arrival. He may 
very possibly personally be most peace- 
fully disposed, but the doctrines he be- 
lieves in as fairly presumed not only 
from his own talk and,conduct but from 
circumstances surrounding hjs detention 
by the government, if permitted a free 
rein, are developers of the dangerous tile- 
ments of anarchy. ,

'•Variations in temperature have a 


surprising, influence upon the rate of 
multiplication of baoteria. At 50 de- 
grees those organisms may multiply 
only fivefold in" twenty-four liours, 
while at 70 degrees they may multiply 
seven hundred and fifty fold. 


"Temperature has a great influence 


upon the keeping property of milk. 
Milk kept at"95 degreeB •.(heat of tbe 
cow's body) will curdle in eighteen 
hours, while the same milk kept nt 70 
degrees will not curdle for forty-eight 
hours aud if kept at 50 degrees, the 
temperature of an ice cli«st. may some- 
times keep without- curdling for two 
weeks'or more.

"So far.as the keeping property of 


milk is •concerned the matter of tem- 
perature Is of more significance than 
the original.contamination of the milk 
with bacteria.
